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Downed line on Gobbi sparks outage

City of Ukiah electrical 
employees worked to repair a 
downed power line that 
knocked out electricity to parts 
of south and west Ukiah 
Wednesday morning. 

The line fell near the inter- 
section of Gobbi Street and 
Main Street at about 10:10 
a.m. Wednesday. Firefighters 
from the Ukiah Fire 
Department and Ukiah Police 
officers responded to the call 


and closed the westbound lane 
of Gobbi Street to give electri- 
cal workers room to safely 
remove the line and repair the 
damage. 

City of Ukiah Risk 
Assessment Manager Sue 
Goodrick said the outage was 
isolated to parts of Main 
Street, Gobbi Street and 
School Street. 

The power outage affected 
businesses and homes in south 
and west Ukiah as well as 
knocking out electricity to traf- 


fic lights on State Street at the 
Gobbi Street and Standley 
Street intersections. The light <= 
at Mill Street and State Street ° 
was still working Wednesday 
morning.

Absentee ballot signature verification under way 


First ballots to be opened Friday 
The Daily Journal 

Signatures on absentee ballots are being 
verified daily by Mendocino County Election 
Department staff for the Nov. 6 election as 
part of the Absentee Ballot Procedure, accord- 
ing to Assessor/Clerk/Recorder Marsha A. 
Wharff. 

If the signature style varies greatly a letter 
is sent to the voter with a new voter registra- 
tion card for the voter to update his or her sig- 
nature. 

If the envelope is not signed, a letter goes 
out with a photocopy of the unsigned enve- 
lope, asking the voter to sign in the designated 
signature area. 

The department has processed voted ballots 


by sifting through the trays of ballots received 
each day and weeding out any envelope 
marked “spoiled.” 

All envelopes that are marked “spoiled” аге 
canceled and ballots reissued and mailed out 
the same day. 

All absentee envelopes are date stamped, 
and each envelope has a bar code on the voter 
label which is scanned the day it is received. 
Each signature is verified against the signature 
the department has on record. 

These envelopes are kept apart from the 
verified envelopes until signatures can be ver- 
ified. Every effort is put forth to make sure all 
votes are counted, Wharff said. 

Once the signatures are verified, the 
envelopes are sorted into precinct order and 


secured until they can be opened. 

Absentee ballots can be opened seven 
working days prior to Election Day, making 
Friday the first day ballots can be opened. 

Wharff said she invites the public to 
observe these procedures. 

Absentee ballots that are mailed in must be 
received at the Elections Office by Election 
Day, Nov. 6. and can also be brought into the 
Elections Office at 501 Low Gap Road, Room 
1020 or any polling place. 

The polls are open from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. on 
Nov. 6.

Longtime RV 
fire chief dies

Delbert Phelps, 77, of Redwood Valley, died 
Wednesday at a local hospital. He was the 
well-known retired fire chief of the Redwood 
Valley-Calpella Fire Department. 

Phelps was born June 30, 
1930, in a house across the 
street from the Redwood 
Valley firehouse. 

А lifelong Redwood 
Valley resident, Phelps start- 
ed fighting fires the year he 
turned а teenager and 
responded to fires for more 
than 50 years. 

He started his firefighting 
career as a volunteer in the 
Redwood Valley department 
in 1943 and hired on with ——— 
the California Department of Forestry and Fire 
Protection (the fire division now known as 
CalFire) in 1944. During 10 years with CDF, 
Phelps was a firefighter, fire truck driver and 
crew foreman, before returning to Redwood 
Valley to become a charter member of the 
department in 1953. 

In Redwood Valley, Phelps served six years 
as a firefighter, 18 years as a captain and train- 
ing officer, one year as assistant chief and 17 
years as fire chief. He retired from the 
Redwood Valley-Calpella department in 1995, 
with a total of 1,769 training hours, responding 
to 3,931 incidents. 

In 2005, the Redwood Valley-Calpella Fire 
Department renamed its firehouse for him in a 
surprise dedication ceremony that February 
attended by many, many friends and family. 

Phelps leaves his wife, Jeannie, who he 
eloped with to Reno on Nov. 30, 1948, his 
daughter, Linda Phelps-Wilson, and son, David 
Phelps, all of Redwood Valley. 

A funeral will be held at 11 a.m. Tuesday at 
the Delbert Phelps Firehouse in Redwood 
Valley. A procession will travel from the ser- 
vice to the Ukiah cemetery, and a gathering 
will follow, back at the firehouse.

RV water filings 
move to county

At Tuesday’s Mendocino County Board of 
Supervisors meeting, the board forged an 
agreement which reassigned the water rights 
filings of the Redwood Valley County Water 
District to the county. 

The board, sitting as the Mendocino County 
Water Agency, approved the measure unani- 
mously after a presentation by Water Agency 
General Manager Roland Sanford on the issue. 

“What this agreement does is transfer the 
two water rights applications by Redwood 
Valley to the county,” he said. 

Sanford said the resolution affects a pair of 
water rights applications the water district had 
in the works. 

“Tt has to do with the Mill Creek Project, 
which was designed to divert water from Mill 
Creek to Redwood Valley,” he said. “The pro- 
ject involved Mill Creek dams which fell in the 
county.” 

The Redwood Valley County Water District 
filed an application with the State Water 
Resources Control Board in March of 2000 for 
the right to export water from the drainage of

Winds give fire crews chance to fight back 


SAN DIEGO — A merciful easing 
of the winds fueling Southern 
California’s sprawling wildfires final- 
ly gave fire crews a chance to fight 
back against some blazes Wednesday, 
and weary residents could take solace 
in an overriding sign of hope: Just one 
person has died from the flames. 

That contrasts to 22 dead from a fire 
of similar magnitude in 2003. And 
while the final toll has yet to be tallied 
from this week’s fires, officials were 
crediting an automated, reverse 911 
calling system that prompted the 
orderly evacuation of more than half a 
million people — 10 times the number 
evacuated four years ago. 

“They are more determined that 
people leave,” said Steve Levstik, who 
got his call 15 minutes before flames 
swept through his Rancho Bernardo 
neighborhood. 

“Tt was very intense. On the call, it 
was like, ‘This area, go! This area, 
go!’ In 2003 there was less guidance. It 
was like, ‘Just pay attention to the 
news and if it looks bad, leave.” 

On Wednesday, winds dropped to 
21 to 36 mph, considerably less than 
the fierce gusts of up to 100 mph that 
whipped fire zones earlier in the week. 

The improving weather allowed for 
a greater aerial assault on the flames 
and helped firefighters beat back the 
most destructive blazes. Helicopters 
and air tankers dropped 30 to 35 loads 
of water on two fires that have burned 


hundreds of homes in the San 
Bernardino Mountains, near Lake 
Arrowhead. 


“They’re taking it down consider- 
ably,” said Dennis Bouslaugh of the 
U.S. Forest Service. 

Firefighters had fully contained the 
three major fires in Los Angeles 
County by nightfall, and largely con- 
tained many of the fires north of San 
Diego. 

Despite the progress, none of the six 
major blazes in San Diego County was 
more than 15 percent contained, and 
those fires threatened more than 8,500 
houses. The top priority was a fire in 
San Bernardino County that threat- 
ened 6,000 homes and continued to 
rage out of control. 

So far, this week’s fires have 
destroyed about 1,500 homes and 
burned 682 square miles across five 
counties, from Ventura in the north all

the way into Mexico. The state Office 
of Emergency Services said 28,000 
homes were still threatened. 

Property damage has reached at 
least $1 billion in San Diego County 
alone, and President Bush signed a 
major disaster declaration for 
California. The president was sched- 
uled to visit the region today. 

The death toll from the most recent 
blazes may rise as fires continue to 
burn and authorities return to neigh- 
borhoods where homes turned to piles 
of ash, but displaced homeowners and 
authorities were relieved that early 
reports were so low. 

The San Diego County medical 
examiner officially listed six deaths 
connected to the blazes, but he includ- 
ed five who died during the evacuation 
who were not directly killed by the 
fire. In 2003, all but a handful of the 
22 dead succumbed to the flames. 

Terry Dooley, who was ordered out 
of his home with his wife and three 
sons Monday, said authorities learned 
important lessons from Hurricane 
Katrina and the 2003 California fires 
that wiped out 3,640 homes and black- 
ened 750,000 acres during a two-week 
period. 

“They learned how to get things

done more quickly,” Dooley said as he 
waited at a roadblock Wednesday to 
return home to San Diego’s upscale, 
densely populated Rancho Bernardo 
area. 

In addition to the reverse-911 sys- 
tem, authorities shut down schools, 
halted mail delivery and urged people 
to stay home and off the roads if they 
were not in danger. 

Another factor separating these 
fires from other disasters has been 
wealth. Unlike many of the poor 
neighborhoods flooded by Hurricane 
Katrina, the hardest-hit areas in 
California were filled with upscale 
homes, with easy access to wide 
streets. Less wealthy areas — includ- 
ing rural enclaves and horse farms that 
stretch through the mountains east of 
San Diego — benefited from easy road 
access and small crowds. 

On Wednesday, about two dozen 
people gathered at a police barricade 
in Rancho Bernardo, which was one of 
the hardest-hit areas, hoping to 
retrieve medications and belongings 
— or simply to see if their homes were 
intact. 

What awaited many was an apoca- 
lyptic scene: entire streets leveled, cars 
reduced to charred hulks of metal, 
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ing. House after house, 29 on one 
street alone, were reduced to piles of 
blackened concrete, twisted metal and 
white ash. 

At one point, police officers lifted a 
barricade into the neighborhood only 
to turn residents away several hundred 
yards down the road at a second barri- 
cade. Some of the homeowners cursed 
at the officers. 

“You let us in just to send us back 
out,” one angry man yelled from his 
car. 

Dooley knew his home was OK 
because his home answering machine 
still worked. 

Six of San Diego County’s 42 evac- 
uation centers were full Wednesday 
but there was plenty of space at 
Qualcomm Stadium, home to the NFL 
Chargers, where 10,000 people sought 
refuge. People rested on cots that lined 
covered walkways circling the bleach- 
ers and quietly watched television as 
National Guard troops watched. There 
were no bathroom lines. 

Some displaced homeowners com- 
plained that the evacuations went too 
far. Ron Morris, 68, saw smoke but no 
flames when he was ordered to leave a 
motor home park in Ramona, north- 
east of San Diego, Sunday night. He 
drove his recreational vehicle to 
Qualcomm Stadium’s parking lot. 

“It’s good that everyone got out, but 
they did it too early in my opinion.” he 
said. Authorities made no apologies. 

“One happy consequence” of the 
2003 fires is that people remember that 
fire can be very unpredictable, 
Homeland Security Secretary Michael 
Chertoff said. 

“All but the most unlucky people 
can see the fire coming,” he said. 
“There’s no reason you should have 
loss of life, certainly for civilians.” 

The causes of many fires remained 
under investigation. A 30-square-mile 
Orange County fire that destroyed nine 
homes was believed to be arson 
because authorities found three differ- 
ent ignition points within a short dis- 
tance. In San Bernardino County, a 
motorcyclist who authorities say set a 
small fire in a rural foothill area of the 
San Bernardino Mountains has been 
booked for investigation of arson, but 
investigators said they didn’t know 
whether he was connected to any of 
the larger fires.

Rice calls Iran 

a major obstacle 
to U.S. vision in

Iran is a major obstacle to the 
U.S. vision of a Middle East 
in which nations will “trade 
more, invest more, talk more 
and work more constructively 
to solve problems,” Secretary 
of State Condoleezza Rice 
says. 

“The Iranian government 
is pursuing policies which are 
detrimental to the long-term 
interests of its neighbors, of 
the region, and of the Iranian 
people themselves. It need not 
be this way,” Rice said in 
remarks prepared for delivery 
Wednesday to a House panel. 


Katrina missteps 
prompt Bush to 
react faster in 
disaster response 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Hurricane Katrina has many 
legacies for the Bush White 
House, none pleasant. One is 
the guarantee that as soon as 
disaster strikes in the United 
States, President Bush’s every 
move is closely scrutinized to 
gauge the speed and tone of 
his response to the suffering. 

This became clear yet 
again on Tuesday, as the enor- 
mity of the wildfires sweep- 
ing across Southern 
California became apparent. 

The White House reacted 
with what has become a 
familiar pattern: Bush 
dropped a few lines of sympa- 
thy and promised assistance 
into an already scheduled 
speech. Across the adminis- 
tration, aides volunteered as 
many facts and figures as pos- 
sible about the federal contri- 
bution to the disaster 
response, a federal emergency 
to speed relief funding was 
declared in the middle of the 
night, and a presidential visit 
to the affected area was 
quickly arranged.

LAS VEGAS (AP) — 
Singer and actor Robert 


Goulet is heavily sedated and 
breathing through a respirator 
in a Los Angeles hospital 
while he awaits a lung trans- 
plant, his wife told The 
Associated Press on Tuesday.

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Best friends celebrate 20 years

Celebrating the art of dance in per- 
formance, education and training, the 
Mendocino College Repertory Dance 
Company is presenting a look at the 
past 20 years and forward to future 
dance programs. 

The show is the brainchild of co- 
directors Leslie Saxon West and Susan 
Era. 

Saxon West said, “Susan and I have 
been together since the beginning. She 
is one of my best friends and my right 
and left arm!” 

The powerful duo has collaborated 
on many successful events through the 
years. “Behind the Masks” was a 
multi-faceted project that involved 
many community members and organi- 
zations. This project was inspired and 
developed by Saxon West while on 
sabbatical. 

After spending a year researching 
Native American masked dances of the 
Northwest Coast of British Columbia, 
Saxon West returned to Ukiah to chore- 
ograph, “Journey into the Mist,” a trib- 
ute to the arts of the Northwest Coast 
Native peoples. As part of this collabo- 
ration, David Boxley, a Tsimshian 
artist, came to Ukiah and performed 
many traditional masked dances. The 
Grace Hudson Museum participated by 
exhibiting historical artifacts from this 
area. Mendocino College Art Gallery 
exhibited contemporary Northwest 
Coast Native art. 

Also good examples of collaborative 
events with these two talented women 
and the community surrounding the 
college were Vivaldi’s “Gloria” and 
Leonard Bernstein’s “MASS.” 

The two have put together several 
children’s shows which they call, 
“Symphony of Movement,” which 
included, along with Ukiah Symphony 
Orchestra, “Peter and the Wolf’ and 
“Carnival of the Animals.” 

Saxon West first founded the 
Mendocino College Repertory Dance 
Company in 1987. However, she and 
Era met in 1980. 

“Susan signed up for a dance class I 
was teaching at the time and we imme- 
diately became friends,” explained 
Saxon West. 

“She had moved here from the Bay 
Area, where she studied the dance of 
Modern Dance pioneer, Isadora 


Duncan. Susan took my dance classes, 
which were far from Duncan tech- 
nique, and she introduced me to the 
vocabulary of Duncan dance, which 
was an inspiring time in my dance 
career. At that time I was also teaching 
in Lake County and had founded the 
Lake County Spring Dance Festival. 
Susan taught me several Duncan 
dances, which we were going to per- 
form together in the Festival. One of 
them was the Partner Waltz. Several 
days before the performance, Susan 
fell and sprained her ankle, so I per- 
formed Duncan’s Partner Waltz by 


myself! 
“Susan has a special talent for 
choreographing musical theatre, 


knowledgeable of how to work with all 
kinds of people with varying experi- 
ence and skill levels.” 

The two have collaborated on sever- 
al important Mendocino College 
Repertory Dance Co. productions. Last 


year they worked on Mary 
Zimmerman’s “Metamorphoses” 
together. 


Susan Era reflected on her many 
years associated with Saxon West. 

“I have been thinking а lot lately 
about how many years ago when I first 
came to Ukiah with three small chil- 
dren and did not know anyone, it was 
Leslie who encouraged me to share my 
Isadora Duncan Dance experience with 
her and other women... and that is how 
it all got started. 

“І had been teaching children’s 
dance with SPACE, and loved working 
with Laurel and those beautiful chil- 
dren, but Leslie’s encouragement 
opened new doors for me to share my 
love of dance with other adults. I not 
only performed Duncan favorites with 
Leslie in Lake and Mendocino counties 
but also took classes in modern, ballet 
and tap through the college for many 
years. 

“During this time I was raising a 
family of four fabulous children and 
working full time at Social Services. 
People would always say to me, and 
still do, ‘how do you do it Susan?’ 
Well, first I must always say, because I 
have such a supportive husband! Then 
I explain that expressing one’s art form 
is a way to share with my family, 
friends and community what is really 
important to me. For me, dance is an 
expression of who I am; my thoughts,

feelings and values. Working on creat- 
ing dance with Leslie and my fellow 
dancers is a joy and truly a blessing in 
my life!”

The Mendocino College Theatre Arts Department will pre- 
sent Temptation, Vaclav Havel’s modern version of the classic 
legend of Faust, for two weeks only, Oct. 26 through Nov. 4 in 
the college’s Center Theatre.

The Mendocino Land Trust, annually 
coordinating the cleanup of 24 beaches 
from Gualala to Westport on the 
Mendocino coast, wishes to express its 
appreciation to the 350 volunteers who 
found 2,050 pounds of trash and 750 
pounds of recyclables on 18 miles of 
beaches during Coastal Cleanup Day 
September 15. 

This year’s turnout represents a substan- 
tial increase from the 225 volunteers who 
found 2,230 pounds of trash and 595 
pounds of recyclables in 2006 and the 285 
volunteers who found 1,200 pounds of 
trash and 450 pounds of recyclables in 
2005. 

“We wish to extend special thanks to our 
Beach Captains and all the volunteers who 
annually make Coastal Cleanup Day a sat- 
isfying success,” said Holly Newberger, 
Outreach and Membership Coordinator for 
the Land Trust. “Mendocino County beach- 
es were made cleaner again this year for 
both human visitors and wildlife to enjoy 
safely.” 

Among the unusual items found by vol- 
unteers were a backpack, a pill planner and 
underwear at MacKerricher and a lounge 
chair on Big River. Volunteers were very 
efficient this year. A pair of shoes found on 
the sand at Ten Mile was successfully 
reunited with their owner at the collection 
point. 

Past Coastal Cleanup Day data tell us 
that most (between 60-80 percent) of the 
debris on our beaches and shorelines comes 
from inland sources, traveling through 
storm drains or creeks out to the beaches 
and ocean, Rain -- о r even something as 
simple as hosing down a sidewalk -- can 
wash cigarette butts, bits of Styrofoam, 
pesticides, and oil into the storm drains and

Religion no longer 


a ‘private affair’ 


Let’s say it unequivocally: Mitt Romney’s Mormon 
faith should not be an issue in this presidential cam- 
paign. Period. 

And then let us explore why the Mormon “issue” 
may be unavoidable -- and what Romney and the rest 
of us should do about it. 

Romney’s biggest problem is that he is running in a 
Republican Party that has been saturated by religion in 
recent years. Other than Sunday’s debate on Fox 
News, the biggest GOP event during the weekend was 
the straw poll at the Values Voter Summit sponsored 
by the Family Research Council. Romney won the 
poll very narrowly over former Arkansas Gov. Mike 
Huckabee, who is an ordained Baptist minister. 
Romney needed to win because his strategy rests on 
reassembling “the house Ronald Reagan built,” as he 
put it in the Fox debate, and that most definitely 
includes social and religious conservatives. 

The one thing Romney cannot do to put the 
Mormon issue aside is to say that religion shouldn’t 
matter in politics, since so many of those whose votes 
he seeks believe otherwise. Romney thus speaks often 
about faith, but in very general terms. “Тһе values of 
my faith are much like, or are identical to, the values 
of other faiths that have a Judeo-Christian philosophi- 
cal background,” he said earlier this month in New 
Hampshire. “They’re American values, if you will.” 

This also means that Romney cannot do what so 
many have suggested he must: give the equivalent of 
John Е. Kennedy’s 1960 speech to the Greater 
Houston Ministerial Association in which JFK tried to 
push aside concerns over his Roman Catholicism. 

Recall that Kennedy said his professed religious 
beliefs would have nothing to do with how he gov- 
erned. “I believe in a president whose views on reli- 
gion are his own private affair,” Kennedy said. But the 
religious conservative movement believes, on princi- 
ple, that religious faith cannot be a “private affair,” 
that faith necessarily shapes a politician’s views on 
public issues. 

To win votes from the religious right while pushing 
the Mormon issue aside, Romney therefore has to say 
that religion matters a great deal -- and also that it 
doesn’t. Any wonder why this is such a tough matter 
for him to discuss? 

In one respect, Romney’s situation actually is simi- 
lar to Kennedy’s, but not in a helpful way. 

Just as there was mistrust of Catholicism in 1960 on 
both the left and the right, so do Mormons face mis- 
trust from liberals and conservatives. In Kennedy’s 
time, there were those on the left who saw the 
Catholic Church as an anti-democratic, authoritarian 
institution while some evangelical Protestants saw it 
as the anti-Christ. 

Mormons now face criticism as a non-Christian 
“cult” from some wings of Protestantism. The hostili- 
ty is aggravated by an intense competition between 
Mormonism and Evangelicalism for converts. Some 
on the left see Mormons as hopelessly conservative, 
hostile to feminism and, in general, just not the sort of 
folks who would ally with progressive causes. 

Setting aside the theological arguments, Mormons 
are put at an unfair disadvantage because their religion 
is relatively new and its origins and idiosyncrasies 
thus rather well-documented. Those of us who follow 
traditions that are many centuries old have a much 
easier time rationalizing the stories and practices 
buried deep in the past that ring strangely to contem- 
porary ears. 

As for Mormons being uniformly right wing, con- 
sider the existence of the Mormon Democratic 
Congressional Caucus, whose members include 
Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid, Reps. Jim 
Matheson of Utah and Tom Udall of New Mexico, and 
Eni Faleomavaega, the delegate from American 
Samoa. 

Perhaps because I am a Catholic and a liberal, I find 
myself drawn to a defense of Romney’s faith. 
Mormons are now facing prejudices similar to those 
that Catholics and Jews have confronted, and it is, if I 
may use the term, anti-American to have religious 
tests of any kind for public office. 

The odd thing is that Romney may find that the lib- 
erals he routinely bashes on the campaign trail are his 
best allies when it comes to combating religious prej- 
udice -- and liberals should feel obligated to stand up 
for the political rights of Mormons, including 
Romney. 

To this end, Romney should give not “the Kennedy 
speech,” but his own account of the religious question. 
He needs to explain how he can fairly ask that we not 
hold his faith against him, even as he insists that reli- 
gious people should vote for him because of the val- 
ues his faith has taught him. Mormonism should not 
be an issue. Consistency is another matter.

Mystery awaits in a spooky old Victorian 
house on a tiny storm-swept island in the mid- 
dle of a lake. Mystery, suspense and murder on 
Halloween night. 

Opening Oct. 31 through Nov. 17 at the 
Willits Community Theatre is “A Party To 
Murder,” a gem of a whodunit puzzle. 

Written by Marcia Kash and Douglas E. 
Hughes, this play pays special homage to 
Agatha Christie’s “And Then There Were 
None” mystery legacy. 

The fun is in watching the plot slowly twist, 
turn and unravel. While clues surface and 
alight, they only prove to deepen the creepy 
mood and suspenseful atmosphere. 

Like a chilling fog, the characters are 
enshrouded by the unearthly events taking 
place, trapping them in a deadly game of cat 
and mouse. Nothing is as it seems. No one 
knows where, or who, the murderer will strike 
next. 

When five people are invited to spend a 
Halloween gathering hosted by famous mys- 
tery writer, Charles Prince, they all arrive eager 
to enjoy an evening of murder mystery role- 
playing games. 

Haddington House, perched on a lonely 
island in the Cassandra Lakes, provides the 
perfect secretive location. Unbeknownst to the 
group, each one arrives with dark secrets of 
their own, secrets that will ultimately prove 
fatal. 

There is Mckenzie Arnold, played by 
Gretchen Anderson, a fashion model trapped in 
an abusive relationship. Will this night see her 
set free? 

There is Elwood O’ Callaghan, played by 
Dan Ramsey, a shipping magnate, whose cor- 
porate raiding has turned him into a very pow- 
erful -- and very dangerous man. His devilish 
plans may kill the evening’s spirits. 

Tim Cooper plays Willy Yaskovitch, an ex- 
football star, but with a crippling secret. 
Wheelchair-bound, he is but a shadow of the 
man he once was. 
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New additions to the yearly mystery game 
are sisters Valerie and Henriette Addison, own- 
ers of Addison Utilities, played by Patricia 
Willis and Hope Nelson. 

The disappearance of their father, years ago, 
lost with a similar group of mystery aficiona- 
dos, continues to haunt them. Playing Charles 
Prince is Joe Dowling, the host of the annual 
mystery game, whose own sordid secret may 
prove to seal his fate. 

When the first body turns up, the magical 
evening turns quickly into a horrific night- 
mare. Slowly, the realization sinks in that a 
murderer lurks among them. Fingers begin to 
point and accusations fly. Who is the chilling 
fiend responsible for the deaths? Is the killer 
hidden among them? Or is there an unseen 
mastermind puppeteer bent on revenge lurking 
somewhere inside the walls? 

As the suspect survivors huddle inside old 
Haddington House, hoping for a morning res- 
cue, dangerous clues are discovered, The 
Mousetrap Society is revealed and the story of 
The Phantom Five is revisited. Or is it being 
relived all over again? 

“A Party To Murder” is directed by WCT 
House Director Ian Stigliani. Having spent his 
childhood sitting in the darkened wings of the 
theater, Stigliani watched his Uncle Glenn act 
in another famous whodunit, “The Cat and the 
Canary.” Ever since then he has been enam- 
ored by the moody, atmospheric genre and is 
enjoying bringing this production to grisly, 
scary life. 

Come be a part of the murderous fun. Since 
both the story and the opening performance of 
A Party To Murder occur on Halloween night, 
WCT welcomes audience members to attend in 
costume. Suit up and show up ^ and enjoy a 
storm-swept evening huddled in an old creepy 
house.

‘Radiant Visions: Huichol 
Indian Art’ exhibition 
at Grace Hudson Museum

“Radiant Visions: Huichol 
Indian Art,” a bilingual exhi- 
bition at Ukiah's Grace 
Hudson Museum, will open 
on Saturday, Oct. 27 at 2 p.m. 
with a reception featuring a 
slide show and lecture by 
guest curator Isabel Jordan. 

This exhibit spotlights the 
vibrant yarn paintings and 
beaded masks and sculptures 
of Mexico’s Huichol Indians 
whose homeland straddles the 
remote and rugged Sierra 
Madre Occidental mountains. 

The exhibition offers a rare 
glimpse into the art and spiri- 
tual traditions of an indige- 
nous people whose culture 
has remained largely intact. 

The survival of the tradi- 
tions of the Huichol is due in 
large part to their geographi- 
cal isolation from Spanish 
influence. 

The Huichol believe that 
everything in their natural 
environment is alive and 
capable of feeling and action. 
Through their shamans the 
Huichol send prayers and 
petitions to a multitude of 
personified nature deities 
who govern such things as 
animals, water, weather, and 
plants. Huichol shamans are 
the teachers, guides, and 
mediators between the natural 
and the supernatural realms. 

To be a shaman is both a 
privilege and a demanding 
responsibility. Shamans con- 
duct rituals to ensure the 
health and welfare of their 
communities and perform 
sacred chants recounting 
Huichol ancestral mythology. 

All Huichol ceremonial 
life centers on the sacred pey- 
ote cactus that is used in ritu- 
als to contact the spirit world. 
Huichol shamans obtain their 
power from these ceremonies 
and from the peyote visions 
they experience. Huichol art, 
both two-dimensional yarn 
paintings and three-dimen- 
sional masks and sculptures,

uses ancient symbols to rep- 
resent these spirits, to tell the 
cosmic drama of creation, 
and to document age-old 
Huichol traditions. 

With no written language, 
Huichol people rely on vari- 
ous types of artwork to main- 
tain and communicate their 
beliefs and myths. 

While Huichol Indian art 
has become popular among 
collectors of folk art around 
the world, few outsiders 
know much about the world 
of its creators and their com- 
plex spiritual heritage. This 
exhibit provides an unusual 
glimpse into that world. 

The pieces on display are 
from the collection of Isabel 
Jordan of Yelapa, Mexico, 
and her daughter, Gail Meyer, 
of Boonville. On moving to 
Mexico more than thirty 
years ago, Jordan became 
interested in Huichol people 
and their culture. She has 
established long-term ties 
with many Huichol artists, 
and helps to preserve their 
traditional way of life by 
buying their art and selling it 
for them at galleries and 
exhibitions she has mounted 
in Canada, Europe, through- 
out the U. S., and now in 
Ukiah, California.

“Wildcats fall to Maria Carrillo

On Saturday, the Ukiah High 
School junior-varsity football team 
lost a hard fought game to Maria 
Carrillo 16-14. 

Both teams’ defenses controlled the 
opposing offenses for the majority of 
the game, keeping it close all the way 
to the end. In the end though, the 
Pumas were just too much. 

Ukiah opened the scoring with a 35- 
yard touchdown pass from Chad 
Pittman to Tyler Carter. That made it 6- 
O after the extra point attempt was 
blocked. 

Maria Carrillo surged ahead in the 
second quarter as their offense seemed 
to find its stride against the stout 
Wildcats defense. 

First, they scored on a 30-yard pass 
play making it 7-6. Then, later in the 
quarter they added a 25-yard field goal 
when their drive stalled deep in 


Wildcat territory to give the Pumas a 
10-6 lead at halftime. 

In the second half, the Wildcats took 
the opening kickoff and drove 80- 
yards for their second touchdown of 
the game to take the lead. The drive 
was highlighted by a 38-yard pass 
from Pittman to Carter down to the 
five-yard line. From there Pittman 
bootlegged into the endzone supported 
by a nice block from Cole Cupples. 

On the two-point conversion 
attempt, Pittman once again connected 
with Carter to give the Wildcats a 14- 
10 lead. 

With five minutes remaining in the 
game, Maria Carrillo found itself in the 
endzone once again to regain the lead. 
Their PAT was blocked by the 
Wildcats’ Vinny Hyler. 

Ukiah’s last possession ended as 
they desperately drove in search of a 
game-winning field goal as time 


expired. 

Pittman finished 8 for 18 for 149 
yards and a touchdown. Carter had 
three receptions for 76 yards including 
the two-point conversion while Zack 
Jackson added two for 27 yards. 

Running the ball for the Wildcats 
were Marcus Maciel (11 carries for 46 
yards) and Chris Tow (six carries for 
21 yards). 

The Wildcat defense was led by 
Jackson and Scott Cokeley who once 
again dominated from his linebacker 
position. 

“Maria Carrillo is a very good 
team,” said coach Craig Morris. “We 
played our best game of the year. It 
was hard hitting, very physical. That 
third quarter 80-yard drive -- we can 
build on that. I’m proud of our kids.” 

The JV team faces Elsie Allen on 
Friday at 5 p.m. in their last home 
game of the season. 


Tom Brady would be...well a freak 
of nature. 

Tom Brady is playing the quar- 
terback position about as perfectly 
as it can be played. Period. There 
is seriously nothing to critique in 
his play. The decisions he makes, 
how he manages the game, the 
throws he makes -- perfect is the 
lone word that comes to mind that 
seems to accurately describe his 
performance. 

At this point the only way the 
Patriots can be stopped is if an 
opposing team’s linebacker or 
defensive lineman decides to take 
one -- not just for his team but for 
the entire league -- and gives Tom 
Brady the most punishing hit he’s 
ever had in his career. 

Which would be shocking in 
itself. Hardly hit at all, Brady is 
the type of player that even when 
he is hit, it looks like he is being 
given the “grandmother” treat- 
ment. 

Whether defenders are afraid to 
damage his good-looks (coming 
from People magazine, not me) or 
perhaps receive a penalty or even

Bowyer establishing 
himself in 1st appear- 
ance in the Chase

CHARLOTTE, N.C. (AP) 
— Few considered Clint 
Bowyer a legitimate title con- 
tender when the Chase for the 
championship began six 
weeks ago. 

The first-time Chase quali- 
fier was winless in his Nextel 
Cup career, and ranked last 
out of 12 drivers when the 
standings were reset. Las 
Vegas oddsmakers listed him 
as a 30-to-1 long shot to win 
the title. 

Then he stormed out of the 
gates, scoring his first career 
win in the Chase-opening race 
at New Hampshire to jump up 
in the standings and stake a 
claim to the title. A month 
later, he still had not folded 
and was just 14 points out of 
the lead. 

“We’re not out of this thing 
by any means,” he confidently 
told reporters before a race at 
Talladega. “You’re still think- 
ing that we’re going to bobble 
and make mistakes. And 
we're going to prove you 
wrong.” 

With just four races to go, 
Bowyer has indeed proved 
everyone wrong. 

His Richard Childress 
Racing team has shown a rad- 
ical improvement іп perfor- 
mance, notching four top-10 
finishes through the first six 
Chase races. He’s finished 
second twice — including a 
near-win at his home track in 
Kansas and a career-best fin- 
ish at Charlotte — and hasn’t 
been lower than 12th since the 
Chase began. 

Yet he’s still a long shot to 
win the title. 

Despite doing everything 
right on the гасе track, 
Bowyer has faded from legiti- 
mate title contention because 
of the unbelievable perfor- 
mances of Hendrick 
Motorsports teammates Jeff 
Gordon and Jimmie Johnson. 
The duo have combined to 
win the past three races to pull 
away from the Chase field. 

In any other season, 
Bowyer would be within 
striking distance of the points 
lead. But in this year of 
Hendrick dominance, he’s a 
fading 115 points back in third 


place. 

But the kid from Kansas 
isn’t giving up. 

“In my mind and our race 
team’s minds we’re definitely 
not the odd man out,” Bowyer 
said. “We’re close enough we 
can win this thing.” 

If Gordon or Johnson 
should suddenly self-destruct, 
Bowyer most certainly could 
win the title. He’s got a solid 
hold on third place, where he 
leads two-time series champi- 
on Tony Stewart by 134 
points. Assuming he can 
maintain his pace, he’s in 
striking distance if the 
Hendrick cars stumble. 

It’s forced Bowyer and his 
Gil Martin-led crew to set 
new goals. The second-year 
team started its first Chase 
hoping for a top-five finish in 
the final standings. But the 
breakthrough win at New 
Hampshire changed their 
thinking. 

“Starting the Chase, we 
didn’t know what to expect. I 
didn’t know where to set my 
goals,” he said. “If we could 
finish in the top five this year, 
our second year, that would be 
a successful year. We sat on 
two poles. We got in the 
Chase. Га be content with that 
year. 

“But that first win changes 
everything. You go from 
maybe a 10th place so you can 
go to the (awards) banquet to, 
‘Hey, we’re in contention for 
a championship and we’re 
going to be greedy and go 
after it.’ “ 

This run has not been 
uneventful. Bowyer had to 
concede the win to Greg 
Biffle at Kansas, when he told 
his team to tell NASCAR that 
darkening sky made it too dif- 
ficult to finish the race under 
green. By finishing under cau- 
tion, Bowyer had no shot to 
тип Biffle down for the win. 

And he had to nurse his car 
home at Talladega, where his 
sick engine was just minutes 
from blowing up when he 
crossed the finish line in 11th. 
It was a nerve-racking experi- 
ence for Bowyer, who said he 
felt sick to his stomach when 
five motors from the same 
batch failed in other cars.

Team continues to deal with wildfires 


Chargers work out 
in Arizona, await 


word on game site

TEMPE, Ariz. (AP) — The 
San Diego Chargers, some of 
them forced from their homes 
by the threat of wildfires, 
worked out at the Arizona 
Cardinals’ training facility 
Wednesday and awaited word 
on where and when their next 
game will be played. 

San Diego Mayor Jerry 
Sanders planned to decide 
Thursday whether the 
Chargers will be able to play 
Houston as scheduled Sunday 
at their Qualcomm Stadium 
home. 

“We’re waiting as long as 
we can to assess the need for a 


shelter as large as 
Qualcomm,” the mayor’s 
spokesman Fred Sainz said 
Wednesday. 


“The mayor, when he 
spoke yesterday, said the con- 
cern is really not a football 
game, the concern was to 
assure people evacuated from 
their homes that they have aa 
safe place to go,” Sainz said. 
“That remains our priority.” 


After the workout іп 
Tempe, running back 
LaDainian Tomlinson — the 


NFL’s reigning MVP — said 
that, wherever the game is 
played, he hopes it’s a pleas- 
ant diversion to people who 
have been through so much. 

“Even for three or four 
hours, if you can entertain 
them, they’re going to take 
their mind off whatever’s 
going on in their world,” he 
said. “That’s what we want to 
do.” 

Chargers president Dean 
Spanos said about 40 people 
in the organization had to 
evacuate their homes, includ- 
ing “17 or 18 players,” 


because of the fires rampaging 
in the San Diego area. They 
included coach Norv Turner, 
quarterback Philip Rivers and 
linebacker Shawne Merriman. 

“So far, Гуе heard that 
there haven’t been any homes 
that have burned,” Spanos 
said, “but I haven’t heard that 


officially.” 

Other sites being consid- 
ered were Dallas and 
Houston. 


“T want to play back home, 
no doubt about it,” Merriman 
said, “but we’re going to have 
to deal with what we’re going 
to have to deal with. A touch- 
down is still a touchdown, a 
tackle is still a tackle, no mat- 
ter where we play at.” 

An estimated 10,000 peo- 
ple were at the Qualcomm 
evacuation center Wednesday. 

“Obviously we’d like to 
play there, but it’s totally up to 
the mayor,” Spanos said. “I’m 
hoping this thing clears up by 
the weekend and we can 
play.” 

The team canceled its 
Monday practice in San Diego 
because of the smoky condi- 
tions, then decided to hold 
Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday workouts in Arizona. 
The Cardinals have a bye this 
week. 

The Chargers flew to 
Phoenix on Tuesday night, 
staying at a hotel in the north 
part of the city, far from the 
practice site. It was difficult to 
find housing оп short-notice 
because those closer to the 
Cardinals’ facility were 
booked. 

“T think they’re all coming 
together,’ Spanos said about 
the players. “In some ways, 
this kind of brings them all a 
little bit closer. It’s unfortu- 
nate the circumstances, but 
they’re trying to make the 
worst situation the best possi- 
ble situation that they can.” 


The Chargers had a bye last 
week, so hadn’t practiced 
since Thursday. 

“Obviously we’re waiting 
to hear what’s going to happen 
in San Diego, but the biggest 
focus for our football team is 
the next three days and our 
preparation,” coach Norv 
Turner said, “because I know 
this. That game is going to be 
played. That ball is going to 
get kicked off. We can’t do 
anything about the other 
things — where it’s going to 
be or where it’s going to be.” 

The team arrived in shoul- 
der pads and helmets and 
began to work out as usual. 

“I just talked to them out 
there for a little bit, and they 
seemed pretty upbeat,” 
Spanos said. “The most 
important thing, at least from 
the football side, was to get 
here and get three days of 
practice in.” 

Spanos was en route to San 
Diego from the owners meet- 
ing in Philadelphia, where he 
had discussed possibilities for 
the Houston game with NFL 
commissioner Roger Goodell. 

“Things are improving, but 
there are still people in the sta- 
dium,” Goodell said earlier in 
the day. 

The commissioner said 
there was “a slight possibility” 
that the game would be moved 
to Monday night in San 
Diego. 

In Tempe, Spanos men- 
tioned that scenario. 

“We’re waiting for the 
mayor to make a decision and 
then we’re going to decide 
what’s in the best interest of 
the club to go on from there,” 
Spanos said. “There’s always 
the option to play Monday 
night. If that’s what we have 
to do, we’ll do it, so that gives 
us another day (for condi- 
tions) to get better.” 

Nearly four years ago to the 
day, wildfires forced the 
Chargers to move a Monday 
night game against Miami to 


Sun Devil Stadium on the 
Arizona State campus. Fifteen 
players on the San Diego 
active roster were part of that 
move. 

The Cardinals have since 
moved to their new stadium in 
suburban Glendale, but that 
facility is booked through 
Sunday by the Cycle World 


International Motorcycle 
Show. 
Spanos said һе hadn’t 


thought about the implications 
of playing a “home” game in 
Houston’s Reliant Stadium. 
He said the priority is making 
sure the families of the players 
and Chargers staff members 
who have had to leave their 
homes are “all situated and 
taken care of.” 
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Bonds stung by departure 
from Giants after record- 
breaking season

SAN FRANCISCO 
Barry Bonds is just a tad bit 
bitter about his departure from 
the San Francisco Giants. 

The 43-year-old home run 
king heard a long list of his 
accomplishments read during 
а special speaking forum 
Wednesday night hosted by 
the Commonwealth Club, 
then was asked by KGO 
Radio host Ray Taliaferro if 
he’d really reached all those 
feats. 

Fourteen All-Star game 
selections. A record seven NL 
MVPs. Eight Gold Glove 
awards. 

“I did, and then I got fired,” 
Bonds told a group of about 
450 people in the audience. 
“Shame on me, huh?” 

Bonds, who broke Hank 
Aaron’s home run record with 
No. 756 on Aug. 7, was told 
last month by Giants owner 
Peter Magowan that he would 
not be brought back for a 16th 
season in San Francisco. 

Bonds, dressed in a dark 
suit jacket and tie, entered to a 
roaring standing ovation and 
repeatedly drew loud applause 
from an adoring crowd 
through the nearly 90-minute 
forum. They chanted, “Barry! 
Barry!” One person hollered, 
“We love you.” Others took 
pictures on cell phone cam- 
eras or sported shirts with 
Bonds’ No. 25. 

Yes, this was a glorified 
pep rally in a swanky down- 
town San Francisco hotel fea- 
turing five ovations and two 
of those standing — for a star 
baseball player who didn’t 
even stick around when his 
team paid tribute to him with a 
video presentation during the 
final home game of the year. 
Outside the ballroom where 
he spoke, Game 1 of the 
World Series between the Red 
Sox and Rockies at Fenway 
Park showed on a TV. 

“I don’t have fans in San 
Francisco — this is my fami- 
ly,” said Bonds, who used to 
bounce around the clubhouse 
at Candlestick Park as a boy 
while hanging out with his 
late father, Bobby, and Hall of 
Fame godfather Willie Mays. 

When Taliaferro asked 
about Bonds’ many splash-hit 


home runs, the slugger 
replied, “They call it 
McCovey Cove, but I’ve 


rewritten it a little bit.” 

That part of San Francisco 
Bay beyond the right field 
arcade of the Giants’ water- 
front ballpark is named for 
Hall of Famer Willie 
McCovey. 

Bonds, who just completed 
his 22nd major league season, 
has 762 career homers. 
Taliaferro read select ques- 
tions from members of an 
audience that included actor 
Danny Glover, one asking 
Bonds whether he would play 
for $5 million and bat fifth for 
San Francisco if that were an 
option for 2008. 

“I told Peter Magowan, ‘If 
I’m a part-time player, I’m 
still better than your full-time 
player, and it’s a wise idea to 
keep те,” Bonds said. “We 
still have time. Things might 
change.” 

Bonds also said that if he 
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“| would consider 
DHing for the 
Yankees. 
Unfortunately, the 
Yankees have two 
DHs, so that dream 
would never happen. 
Рт out enjoying my 
life. | don’t know at 
this point what my 
plans are in the 
future.”

were running the franchise, 
the Giants would have won a 
World Series by now.

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then planned to visit the 
Hopland site on my own the 
Monday before the big day. 
A sad voice mail greeted me 
Monday afternoon. It was 
the groom-to-be calling to 
inform me that the wedding 
was off because his future 
wife unexpectedly passed 
away. When I called back, 
he apologized for the late 
notice and asked if he owed 
a deposit or a fee for can- 
celling so late. 

This photog’s answer: I 
told him to take care of 
himself and extended my 
condolences. The next day, 
I was asked to photograph 
the Apple Tree Walk in 
Hopland. I erased the wed- 
ding off my calendar and 
added the new event. 

Challenge #3: This pho- 
tog has been catching local 
youth football action for six 
years now. 

Parents enjoy watching 
the games and hire me to 
run around with my 20 
year-old gear. Not many of 
them know that the lenses I 
use today once captured 
football superstars such as 
Emmitt Smith, Desmond 
Howard and Elvis Grbac. 

As a photog I know I 
can’t count on things 
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remaining the same for too 
long. 

A volunteer parent work- 
ing the youth football gate 
on Sunday certainly tried to 
put me in my place. He was 
quite reluctant to give me a 
receipt for the gate fee. 

He asked me for my busi- 
ness card and said to check 
back for it later. When I did 
check back for it, he 
announced proudly that I 
was not allowed to take and 
sell any photographs of the 
action. 

I asked who was in 
charge and went straight to 
the source. According to 
Susan Thornhill, one of the 
directors for the NBYFC, I 
was not allowed to sell pho- 
tographs. She said the 
league has a photographer 
who takes photos and then 
gives them free and clear to 
parents. 

I told her that a parent 
had hired me to photograph 
a player, so she said I could 
only photograph that player 
and no one else.

So I asked him what his

Mattel chief emphasizes new safety protocols after toy recalls

Eckert, chairman and CEO of Mattel Inc., 
said Wednesday that the world’s largest toy 
maker has “significantly increased” spot 
testing and other safety protocols at manu- 
facturing plants after the recall of more than 
20 million products made in China.

Building credibility and trust takes time but 
can be dissolved in an instant,” the father of 
four told hundreds of executives gathered

So far, more than 21 million toys made 
in China — from Baby Einstein Discover 
& Play Color Blocks by Kids II Inc., to 
Thomas & Friends Wooden Railway by 
RC2 Corp. — have been found to contain 
excessive levels of lead paint, tiny magnets 
that could be swallowed or other potential- 
ly serious problems. El Segundo-based 
Mattel has been at the center of the recall 
wave, with more than 20 million affected

don’t end up in the hands of consumers. 


The system requires all paint to be tested 
before the manufacturing process begins, 
and it applies to every vendor, contractor, 
subcontractor and paint storage facility. 
Mattel also banned contractors from out- 
sourcing work to other locations, he said. 

The company established a consumer 
call center dedicated to the recalls and has 
communicated with at least 6 million peo- 


ple by phone and e-mail. It’s sent out 5 mil- 


lion mailing labels so people can return 
recalled products.
